Mi.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough,  and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  for  the 
vear  1961.  The  information  for  this  report  has  been  collected 
from  many  sources,  by  the  Health  Department,  and  I  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those  other  Officers  of  the 
Council,  and  other  sources  outside  the  Council,  for  their  co-opera¬ 
tion. 

The  Health  Statistics  remain,  in  general,  satisfactory  when 
compared  to  previous  years,  except  that  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  at  32.1  shows  a  marked  increase.  However,  it  will  be 
appreciated  that  when  dealing  with  such  small  numbers,  an 
increase  of  two  or  three  deaths  can  double  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate.  This  was  counterbalanced  by  a  fall  in  the  overall  Death 
Rate  at  13.5.  Once  more,  no  deaths  were  attributable  to  child¬ 
birth.  The  Birth  Rate  was  13.7. 

There  was  a  big  increase  during  the  year,  in  cases  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases,  which  amounted  to  366.  Of  these 
341  were  Measles,  a  higher  number  than  at  any  time  during  the 
past  10  years,  as  will  be  seen  in  a  Table  in  the  Body  of  the  Report. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  no  cases  of  Food  Poison¬ 
ing  during  the  year. 

1961  saw  the  beginning  of  the  new  Leyfields  Housing 
Project,  the  first  phase  of  which  will  consist  of  850  houses.  Of 
these,  160  have  been  allocated  for  the  re  housing  of  people  from 
unfit  houses  in  the  Borough,  and  work  was  begun  on  the 
Representation  of  some  of  the  worst  of  these. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  Members  and 
Officers  of  the  Council  and  Health  Department  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  help  and  co-operation  during  1961.

Rainfall. — The  Rainfall  for  the  year  1961  was  20.89in. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  bulk  supply  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  it  wras  possible  to  give  a 
continuous  supply  to  all  consumers  throughout  the  year,  at 
pressures  ranging  from  301bs.  to  801bs. 


During  the  year  eight  samples  of  wTater  have  been  obtained 
by  the  Health  Department  from  domestic  supplies  in  various 
parts  of  the  Borough  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination. 

The  results  were  satisfactory.  The  w7ater  is  not  plumbo 
solvent.  There  is  a  fairly  high  degree  of  hardness. 


OPEN-AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Routine  samples  wrere  taken  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  baths  were  open.  Bacteriological  analyses  were  all 
satisfactory.  “  Break-point  ”  chlorination  was  used.

There  are  twenty-three  butchers’  shops,  six  bakehouses 
and  thirty-four  food  preparing  premises  in  the  Borough.

The  Borough  of  Tamworth  is  included  in  a  Specified 
Area  and  all  dairymen  who  retail  milk  in  the  Borough  must 
sell  milk  under  special  designation.  The  special  designations 
authorised  to  be  sold  are  “  Pasteurised,”  “  Sterilised  ”  and 
“  Tuberculin  Tested.” 

All  retailers  obtain  their  supplies  so  treated  and  bottled 
from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

An  employee  of  the  Council  is  trained  and  engaged  in 
part-time  rodent  control  work. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  inspections  were  made  and 
forty-three  premises  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  facilities 

provided  by  the  Council  were  made  available  to  the  owners  or 
occupiers  and  the  infestations  were  successfully  treated  by  pre¬ 
baiting  and  poisoning.

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  PLACES  OF 
AMUSEMENT 

The  cinema  and  other  places  of  entertainment  have 
been  periodically  inspected  with  regard  to  the  sanitary 
accommodation. 

The  managements  have  been  found  anxious  to  maintain 
the  conveniences  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  any  defects 
found  have  at  once  been  remedied. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1 924-1 9S5 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  Appointed 
Day— No.  2  Order,  1961. 

The  date  fixed  for  the  construction  Regulations  to  apply 
to  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  was  the  1st  July. 

Of  the  five  slaughterhouses  two  were  brough  up  to  the 
required  standard  and  the  remaining  three  were  closed.
